To one nut aware 
of vrliiit they were doini; it would be 
iintiirai to supisise that they were eu- 
cai^ed In concuctlne somelhlDc i;ood to 
eat. In the process of recaatluK the 
Incots their (Ineness Is often rhnnued. 
Itelng ellher Improved or debased, 
whichever l>e«t suits the Interests of 
the shop Itankera and money chanK- 
era are nhie tu determine the quality 
of the sliver by the sense of touch 
The sellers or depositors are always 
at tbelr mercy und must often submit 
to the oiierntioii of bnvinK their silver 
discounted ou account of "bnd touch." 

In the Interior of China small pur- 
chases are made with copper coins 
with sflunre holes In the center. Thesa 
are called "cash" and are threaded on 
strloKs so that they may be carried 
across one's shoulder or ou o pole. A 
string of I.OCIU of these cash is worth 
niioiit !*) cents In our money. Some- 
times bits of sliver are chipped from 
tlie silver shoos and used for small 
Iiiirchnses Wiien travellnp In the In- 
t'Tlor one must take witb him a larK* 
iiiiioiint of sliver shoes, exchnnclnir 
tlu'iii for sirlii;;s of rush at the various 
shops.
